' Y. * Neceſſity of our Afﬀairs, at preſent, require your moſt ſedate 


Conſideration, when Matters of leſs moment are ſoon weighed 

without any great matter of Debate. We are not only blamed, 

bur Threatned from Erg/and, for continuing the Sword in our 

Hands; and it is declared, That upon'our Refulal to lay it down, We ſhall 
be proceeded againſt as Traitors to that Government. King James, whom 
we ſhall -ever Acknowledge our Royal Maſter, (nor do we think our ſelves 
oblig d ro own 2ny other Monarch over us) has ſent us no fuch Orders ; 
but, on the contrary, has laid his Royal Commands upon us, to continue 
our Men in Arms, and uſe all our Induſtry to increaſe Diſcipline, and in- 
courage” our Souldiery, with his Princely Promiſe ro Afliſt us with Men and 
* Arms from France; and not only that, bur an Aſſurance of his Royal Pre- 
ſence here; which will ſo enliven the hearts of all his Carholick Subjets, 
chat I hope we need have no *Apprehenſions, but that we ſhall be able ro 
Secure our Religion and Liberttes againſt all Oppoſers, according to the 
ancient Cuſiom of this Kingdom: My Lords, In purſuance of theſe Com- 
mands, we have ſeized the Proteſtant Ettetts in this Kingdom, tor the pay- 
ing and incouraging our Army ; and have given them ſuch Liberry of Quar- 
tering, and otherwiſe, that we are afraid the Conſequence may prove inju- 
rious to Us, as well as the Proteſtant People, who are fled from their Lands 
and Houſes; and we begin already to believe thar a Famine threatens us. 
It is our bulineſs therefore to conſider of a Fund to Maintain our Army, (for 
when Tenants are incapacitated to pay,; How can we expett ir?) until we 
receive Supplies from France, which will not be wanting with the firft op- 
portunity : There is only one way, which is this, We muſt borrow from 
our ſelves awhile, to' Serve the King, and the Carholzck Cauſe, that 'ir may 
return to him and us: My Loras, ' the firſt place, I hope we are all of 
one Mind, as to keeping up our Army, notwithitanding the Threats from 
land. Secondly, We doubt nor, bur all of us have the ſame. vaiue. for 
our Royal Maſter's Perſon and Religion, as well as the Time Senſe of. his 
Misfortunes.. Thirdly, The Incouragement we have trom Fraxte. Foxrrhly, Our 
| Royal Maſter's Commands, and expeQation of ſecing him here.”
